1. Purpose. To announce the Departnment of Labor, Enploynent and
Trai ning Adm ni stration (USDOL/ ETA) publication entitled “The
Five-Year Strategic Plan for Pilots, Denonstrations, Research,
and Eval uations.”

2. Background. Under the Wbrkforce Investnent Act of 1998, a
five-year strategic plan for the USDOL/ ETA is to be prepared
every two years. The intent of the Plan is to identify potenti al
pil ot, denonstration, research, and eval uation projects,
including nmultistate and nultiservice projects, that will help
gui de the USDOL/ ETA in expanding skills and opportunities for
U.S. enployers and workers as it inplenments the Wrkforce

I nvest nent Act of 1998 and rel ated ETA prograns.

3. Five-Year Strategic Plan. This plan provides a strategic
vision for research efforts based upon extensive input from

st akehol ders, a review of recent research efforts, an identifi-
cation of areas where future research nay be needed, and a review
of possible research nethodologies. This is the first five-year
Research Plan for the USDOL/ ETA, which was transmtted to the
Congress, and covers the period of July 2000 t hrough June 2005.
